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REPORT,  188G-8r. 


Since  the"  date  of  last  report,  the  Rev.  John  3.  Burnet,  of 
Martintown,  was  duly  elected  to  the  Board  of  Management  in 
the  room  of  Rev.  Dr.  Jenkins,  whose  resignation  was  accepted 
at  the  last  meeting. 

Investments. — Corporation  Bonds  for  $37,000  fell  due  on 
1st  May  last,  in  addition  to  which  $4,600  of  loans  were  return- 
ed, and  25  shares  of  Merchants  Bank  stock  sold  for  $3,212.50, 
making  in  all  $44,812.50  of  Capital  received  during  the  year. 
Of  this  amount,  $34,900  were  re-invested  in  mortgages  at  rates 
varying  from  5  per  cent,  to  6  per  cent.  The  invested  capital, 
cash  in  the  bank,  and  interest  due  to  ist  May,  amount  to 
$247,770.14,  par  value.  This  is  $10,664.22  less  than  at  the 
same  date  in  1886,  and  represents  the  draft  on  capital  for  the 
year,  this  draft  being  $3,802.32  more  than  it  was  during  the 
preceding  year.  The  amount  paid  to  Beneficiaries  and  Queen's 
College  was,  however,  $3,750  more  in  1886  than  in  1885 — 
chiefly  accounted  for  by  the  increase  of  twenty-five  per  cent  to 
the  payments  of  the  non-privileged  ministers — so  that  the 
draft  on  capital  for  1886  would  have  been  very  little  greater 
if  there  had  been  no  increase  in  the  payments.  The  annual 
interest  is  now  $14,889.50,  being  $718.46  less  than  a  year 
ago,  arising  from  the  decrease  in  capital  and  from  the  dimin- 
ished  rate  of  interest.  The  annuities  by  death  and  removal 
have  decreased  $600. 

Changes  in  the  Rom,. — Rev.  William  Barr  died  at  Brant- 
ford,  Ont.,  on  5th  May,  1886,  aged  —  years,  and  Rev.  Neil 
Brodie  resigned  his  charge  at  Cairloch,  N.S.,  in  September 
last,  and  is  now  settled  in  Scotland.
